Montreal— Jt has been neces 
sary in this century to build rail 
ways in advaace of Canadas ib 
mediate demands for transporta 
tion, Industrial’ development thus 
has been promoted across the Do 
tminion. With competitive raiiway 
enterprise, however came also a 
tenuency toward extravagant du 
Piication. There are fewer than 
250 people for each mile of ral 
way in Canada, as compared with 
600 for every mile in the United 
States and 2000 a mile in Great 
britain. A Canadian royal com- 
mission on railways and transpor 
tauom has been appointed to study 
the situation, The commission in 
cludes experts from Great Britain 
and the United States, in addition 
to its eminent Canadian members, 

When Canada resumed normal 
peace activities thirteen years 
ago, there were three Canadian 
transcontinental railways, private 
ly owned, The Canadian Pacific 
Railway had long been established 
on @ profitable basis. The Grand 
Trunk bad expanded from a pro 
fitable eastern enterprise between 
Montreal and Chicago into a trans- 
continental system with a heavy 
annual deficit, The Canadian 
Northern had pushed castward 
from the prairie provinces and 
westward through the Rocky 
Mountains to British Columbia, 
spmaiariy without earning suffic- 
{ent to meet annua) obligations. 

Rather than allow the defaulting 
companies to become bankrupt, 
the Government took over the 
Canadian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk railways. They were merg- 
ed with the Intercolonial Railway 
in the Maritime Provinces and 
other government-owned lines to 
form the Canadian National sys- 
tem, Economies were made. 
Where there had been operating 
deficits, the Canadian Nationas 
Railways begap to produce a@ tidy 
surplus. In recent prosperous 
years earnings exceeded operating 
expenses by $60,000,000.

This line of criticiam ia, of 
was understood by everybody, 
when the brokendown railways 
left on the Government's hands 
were put together to fortn a rail- 
way system, that an immense 
capital outlay would be necessary 
to put them in shape to do busi 
ness. Thus. in his letter to the 
Government in April 1921, outlin- 
ng his suggested plan of amalgam: 
ation, Lord Shaughnessy pointed 
out that in respect to much of the 
new Nationa] system there were 
po rolling stock equipment, nor 
terminal jyards, freight facilities, 
repair shops, or other require 
ments commensurate to its peeds, 
and that the cost ot pivviding 
them would be very great. That it 
would iake years of effort, large 
-xpenditures of money, and the 
courageous facipg of money losses 
covering many years to establish 
the Canadian National Railways, 
was recognized on all hands. Sir 
Joseph Flavelle, who in this year 
became Chairman of the Directors 
of the Grand Trunk _ Railway, 
made two important statements 
upon the railway situation in his 
letter to Mr Meighen, the Prime 
Minister, in August, and in his 
address to the Toronto Board of 
Trade in October. In his address 
he sald that it might take twenty 
years to settle the railway prob 
lem. By that time a great property 
might be realized, but only after 
losses, running into hundreds of 
millions .were erdured. “No super: 
man,” said Sir Joseph Flavelle, 
“can give an organisation, and no 
super-company can supply aR or- 
ganization, that will save the sit- 
uation for some years to come 
from an important cash loss.” 
The losses might be minimized or 
met by earnings. “You can” he 
said, “have earnings only if you 
have business, and business well 
flone; the one and only remedy 
for this situation is more people, 
greater production, greater ton- 
nege, more passengers.”
